FIRST FiRE YESTERDAY 


Edward Shank, 15, Held in 


Custody After Making 


Statement, Blaming 


His "'Conscience." 


Declaring that his "conscience" 


made him do it, Edward Shank, 
15, confessed Thursday morning 
to burning the large horse barn 
..and the-dairy barn at the In- 
diana Soldiers' and Sailors' Chil- 
dren's Home in Center township. 


The dairy barn was burned 


Thursday morning about 4:30 
with an approximate loss of $17,- 
000 and the horse barn was de- 
stroyed about the same time 
Wednesday morning with an es- 
timated $20,000 loss. Insurance 
partly covers both losses. 


Young Shank, who is believed 


by officers to be mentally de- 
ranged, signed his confession be- 
fore L. A. Cortner, superintend- 
ent of the institution, Thursday 
morning and then was taken to 
Rushville by Sheriff Ray Comp- 
ton and placed in charge of Mrs. 
Ed Compton, wife of the county 
jailer. His case will be handled 
in the Rush juvenile court. 


It was not learned how long 


young Shank has been a resident 
of the state home but it was said 
that he came from Indianapolis 
and that he has a guardian in 
that city. Sis confession, Includ- 
ed in a dialogue between himself 
and Mr. Cortner. is as follows: 


Mr. C.—Now, Edward, I want 


you to tell me the whole story 
beginning with when and where 
you got the matches. 


Edw.—I got the matches on 


Tuesday because on Wednesday 
morning the fire broke out. 


Mr. C.—You didn't tell us 


where you got the matches. 


Edw.—In Jack Stevens' pocket. 
1 got the matches, filled my poc- 
kets, £ept them until Wednesday 
morning, went to the horse barn 
and lit the fire. 


Mr. C.—What time? 
Edw.—Twenty minutes 'til four 
Mr. C.—How did you get in the 


horse barn? 


Edw.—The front door. 
Mr. C.—Where did you light 


the fire? 


Edw.—At the top of the ladder. 
Mr. C.—In the haymow? 
Edw.—Yes. - 
Mr. C.—Then where did you 


go? 


Edw.—Went to the milk house. 
Mr. C.—How did you get out of 


the toarn?

tion of elementary grade school 
books for the next five years was 
passed by the Rush county board 
of education at its meeting in 
the office of John Goode, county 
school superintendent, Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


There has been a growing sen- 


timent in" this section against 
the adoption of new school books 
by the state board when it was 
felt that the old books served the 
same purpose, and it is said that 
Marion county and other coun- 
ties have reacted hi a similar 
manner through their education- 
al boards. 


The resolution sets out that 


the state board of education will 
be required to adopt textbooks 
for use in elementary grades in 
public schools in the state for. a 
five-year period beginning in the 
school year of 1931, in the ele- 
mentary subjects of English^ Ge- 
ograph}?. History, Physiology and 
Spelling. 


The expense of buying new 


textbooks for grade pupils in 
these sub jects *would be a hard- 
ship on many families in Rush 
county under the present finan- 
cial 
distress, 
the 
resolution 


states. 


There are 2,905 elementary 


pupils hi Rush county schools, 
according to the resolution, and 
the average cost per pupil for 
the new books on the above subT 
jects would be approximately $3, 
or a total approxmate cost of 
$8.715 for 1931. 
• 


The resoution states 'that a 


large number of used books in 
these subjects are in good con- 
dition and are available for fur- 
ther use, and that all these old 
Dooks would be' an economic loss 
if the change in^ textbooks is 
made. 


The Rush county board of ed- 


ucation resolved as being in fav- 
or of readoption in 1931 for an- 
other five-year period of the ele- 
mentary text books now used in 
;he above-named subjects, and 
that a copy of trie resolution be 
sent to each member of the state 
ward of education.

Havana <AJ>.)—Morro Caste, 


the ancient Spanish fortress 
built to fend off piratee from Ha- 
vana harbor, may soon fall into 
disuse as a military center for 
the first time since it was -con- 
structed 343 years ago.

"Cuba's West Point," but the ca- 
dets are to be transferred to a 
new military school and the fu- 
ture of the venerable landmark 
is uncertain. 


The change is a pet project 


with President Gerardo Machado 
who was largely responsible for 
establishment of the 
military 


academy two decades ago. At 
that time he was head of the 
Cuban army under the adminis- 
tration of President Jose. 


When Morro Castle was built, 


the cost was almost fabulous, for 
those days and when Cabanas 
Fortress, just behind Morro, was 
added and -the 
bill reached 


Charles m of Spain, he callec 
for'a pair of field glasses. One of 
his aides ventured to inquire the 
cause of this unusual request and 
legend has it that the monarch 
replied: 


'I want to look at the place. 


With $14,000,000 invested in- it 
it ought to be big enough to be 
visible from Madrid." 


"Cuba's West Point" provides 


accommodations for 100 cadets 
and the graduating class each 
year fills the vacancies, created by 
army retirements or deaths. Ad- 
mission is by competitive exam- 
ination and about 500 youths an- 
nually try to pass the -tests of 
moral, physical and mental fit- 
ness. 


Unlike the West Pointer, the 


Cuban cadet is not required to 
remain in the service after grad- 
uation. But while he may hon- 
orably retire to private life 
there have been only two in- 
stances of such a choice in the 
history of the school.

Sukhum, Abkhazia Republic, 


U. S. S. R. (A.P.)—The soviet 
government is looking after the 
health of its workers. 


The entire Black sea coast, 


from this city to Yalta, is being 
lined with sanatoriums and rest 
homes for sick and broken down 
communists. 


Along this coast aristocrats of 


the old regime had innumerable 
palatial villas. All have been 
taken over by the Soviets and 
now are used as rest homes and 
sanatoriums. 


The resort at Gagri, north of 


here, is one of the most popular. 
Hundreds of patients take daily 
sunbaths oa the beach, and most 
of them do not trouble to wear 
even bathing suits. 


Yalta, just across the Kertch 


strait at the bottom of Crimea, 
probably is the largest of these 
health resorts. It has 21 sana- 
toriums and 10 rest homes, in 
addition to numerous hotels. 


Nearby the winter palaces of 


Nicholas H and Alexander m 
have been converted into sana- 
toriums for those with tubercu- 
losis. 


In the past five years 31,000 


patients have visited Yalta. With 
new institutions, it is expected 
the number of patients will reach 
168,000 by 1933. 


The charges of the sanator- 


iums are 150 roubles (about $75) 
a month per patient. If the pa- 
tient is without funds, the union 
provides them. Children with 
bone tuberculosis are cared for 
in special hospitals. 6,000 of these 
patients having been treated 
during the past year. 


Former Prince 
Heads Russia's 
Tourist Agency 


Kiev, Ukraine, N. S. S. R. (A.P.> 


—Prince. Ivan Ivanovich Kotu- 
. zov recently came back to his old 
home town of Kiev for a visit 
after having been away several 
years. 


He was not met at the station 


by a band and nobody addressed 
him as "Prince." To the friends 
who received him he was plain 
"Comrade" Kotuzov. 


Comrade Kotuzov is the last of 


the famous old Russian noble 
family of that name. Although 
the present .communist govern- 
ment has few princes or ex- 
noblemen in posts of honor, he 
holds one of the important jobs 
of the Stalin administration. 


He is the head of Intourist, 


the state travel agency, which is 
yearly beguiling much-needed 
foreign money into the soviet 
union. 


Kotuzov is now a staunch 


communist party member and 
one of the few hole blue blood 
does not render them suspect in 
the new proletariat existence. 


One reason he is strong in par- 


ty councils is that he has led a 
strenuous revolutionary career 
since boyhood, has served terms 
in czarist prisons and spent 
some six years as an exile in Si- 
beria. He is only 38 years old 
and looks younger.

CLOUDS &&Sb$ AS AIR 


La Jolla, Cal. (A.P.)—The wa- 


ters of oceans have clouds as 
real as those of the air, although 
their substance is different. 


"It is well known," says Prof. 


W. E. Allen of the Scripps Insti- 
tution of Oceanography, "that 
clouds of plants or animals in 
surface layers of water obstruct 
and absorb radiant energy of the 
sun just as clouds do in the air, 
so that deeper layers fail to get 
much of the light and heat they 
might have had in clear water. 


"It is only recently that living 


material in the sea has come to 
receive recognition as an actual 
component of the sea."
